Prokeb ‘ 
indeed, the Germans concluded that no 
more would be acquiesced in. The point 
about passage of war material is interesting, 
as 8 inferiority of the Bulgarian 
communications and their certainty of being 
bombed by the British. 


GREEK OFFENSIVE 


The increased intensity of the Albanian 
fighting was clearly not unconnected with the 
imminence of a German advance into Bul- 
garia. Despite adverse weather conditions, 
the Greeks have been attacking vigorously 
along most of the front. The main effort 
has been to exploit the success of a fortnight 
earlier in the Trebeshina Mountains. This 
time the British have given air support on 
a more intensive and sustained p than 
at any previous time. The attacks appear 
to have met with considerable success, 
although at the cost of appreciable casualties. 
We may look to have this Greek offensive 
continued for a little longer: nothin 
decisive can take place on the side o 
Bulgaria just yet. 

e Greek defence on this latter side 
must, if possible, cover Salonika; and it will 
certainly be organised along the old front 
of 1915-18. Close to the city is the old 
entrenched camp; but the initial resistance 
will certainly be organised along the Struma 
river and its tribu , the Butkovo. These 
are important obstac strongly reinforced 
by the existence oi Lakes Tahinos and 
Butkovo and ‘by stretches of marsh land. 
In rear of the river lin is defensible high 
ground. The front is short—50 miles, in a 
direct line, from the Gulf of Orfano :o the 
Yugoslav frontier. There is no reason to 
think that the Greeks will be short of 
effectives to man this front: while their 
i Albanian victories have certainly not been 

bloodless, there is no reason to think they 
have been crippling either.

HOW PROTECTION HAS 
HELPED EMPLOYMENT

There should be a relaxation of quotas and 
price restrictions to enable the clothing 
industry to carry on, said Mr. P, J. Lynch, 
chairman of the Irish Clothing and Cap 
Manufacturers’ Association, Ltd., when 
speaking at the annual meeting of that 
organisation at the Clarence Hotel, Dublin. 
on Saturday night. Since the beginning of 
the war the difficulties of the industry had 
been accentuated. Nearly the whole of their 
output had been taken over by the Govern- 
ment, and the trade had risen nobly to fill 
the requirements of the Army—and in very 
good time. The products of Irish clothing 
manufacturers, he said, compared favourably 
with those of neighbouring countries. 

At the present time properly constituted 
groups were essential to deal with the 
problems which were arising—the day of the 
selfish individual was past, said Mr. E. A. 
McGuire (President, * Chamber of 
Trade), in * ge. the toast of The 
Association.“ attitude of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce in consultin 
their trades before making decisions whic 
affected them was very welcome. e various 
branches of industrial life would do well to 
work together. In the past there had been 
too m antagonism between the manufac- 
turers, makers-up and distributors; the good 
habit of co-operation should be continued in 
times of ce, 

If supplies of raw materials were not avail- 
able they should be allowed to secure supplies 
now of goods sufficient to meet, to some 
degree, the future demands of the com- 
munity. There was grave danger of unemploy- 
ment in their trades in the near future, when 
it was probable that few materials would be 
available. In spite of this grave prospect, 
quota and licence restrictions were bein 
maintained, Scarcity, high prices and Jimi 
buying resources were limitation enough on 
the importation of piece goods, |

The life of the peace-loving individual 
who happens to be domiciled in the Balkan 
peninsula. must be far from pleasant in 
these trying days.

“ By reason of our duty as bishop, says 
the Archbishop, ‘‘we solemnly warn parents 
of the very grave responsibility they incur in 
disregarding the admonitions of the Church 
by sending their children to non-Catholic 
schools, The decrees of the Plenary Synod 
of Maynooth (1927) have been recognised by 
the Holy See and are binding in conscience 
‘on priests and people.“ / 

‘Decree 404 of the Maynooth Synod runs: 
‘Non-Catholic colleges, inasmuch as they are 
intrinsically dangerous to faith and morals, 
remain under the ban of the Church. 

“Since there are within Eire three Univer- 
sity * sufficiently safe in regard to faith 
and morals, we, therefore, strictly inhibit and, 
under. pain of grave sin, we forbid priests 
and ait checich, by advice or otherwise, to 
recommend parents or others. having charge 
of youth to send the young persons in their 
care to Trinity College. Likewise, we forbid 
priests and clerics to recommend young people 
themselves to attend Trinity College.“ 


THE SCHOOL AND THE 
HOME 


In his first Lenten Pastoral, Dr. McQuaid 
says that nothing has so strongly impressed 
us as the wholehearted obedience of the 
clergy and the unstinted loya'ty of the faith-., 
ful. Such obedience and loyalty can have no 
other explanation than the deep-rooted 
practice of divine faith. ...
